flftnV/flftVS  1989  MILWAUKEE  COIN  CONVENTION 


The  recently  completed  (September  29,  30  and  October  1,  1989)  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  hosted  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  Coin  Convention  at  Milwaukee  MECCA  is  NoW 
history  and  from  all  appearances  it  was  a very  successful  coin  show.  According  to  Robert 
Korosec,  the  show  General  Chairman,  the  overall  success  of  this  years  event  can  be 
attributed  to  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  the  many  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society  & 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  members  who  helped.  Bob  and  I agree  that  just  about  as  many 
members  came  forward  this  year,  as  in  the  1986  MNS  hosted  95th  ANA  Convention  at 
MECCA.  This  year  over  $4,000  was  spent  on  advertising  and  it  appeared  to  have  paid  off 
as  over  3,800  persons  registered  for  the  event.  Bob  mentioned  to  me  that  with  todays 
slower  market  this  expenditure  was  needed  to  bring  in  the  public  for  the  approximately  160 
dealers  who  had  tables.  Leo  Neidinger,  the  Bourse  Chairman,  and  Annette  Tramte,  the 
Show  Treasurer,  did  great  jobs  of  bringing  in  the  dealers  for  this  year's  show  and  handling 
the  dealer  correspondence.  We  also  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  Krause  Publications  and  the 
NOW  News  for  all  the  free  information  they  disseminated  for  us  regarding  the  convention. 
We  heard  very  few  complaints  regarding  sales  though  even  with  the  high  attendance 
market  activity  for  the  dealers  appeared  to  be  slower  than  in  other  years.  One  of  the 
problems  for  this  year's  show  was  that  many  of  the  Thursday  and  Friday  vest  pocket 
dealers  who  usually  attend  our  event  didn't  because  of  the  two  auctions  and  major  show  on 
the  west  coast.  The  Superior  Galleries  6,197  lot  Jascha  Heifitz  sale  especially  hurt  us  as  it 
was  one  of  the  most  outstanding  collections  to  be  auctioned  off  in  some  time.  I know  that  if 
I were  a dealer  I would  have  rather  been  there  than  here,  as  I could  figure  if  I miss  this 
Milwaukee  show  I can  always  make  the  next  one.  Having  three  large  shows  yearly  in 
Milwaukee  does  have  its  drawbacks.  Even  though  some  regulars  didn't  attend,  set-up  night 
on  Thursday  was  still  very  adequate.  Total  attendance  on  dealer  night  was  over  400.  All 
the  money  collected  on  Thursday  night  from  non-table  holders  will  be  split  between  NOW 
and  WCTA. 

This  convention  had  enough  highlights  to  fill  a large  book.  One  thing  that  helped  our 
attendance  was  the  Hickman  / Oakes  Auction,  featuring  many  highlights  of  the  fabled  A.  E 
"Del"  Bertschy  paper  money  collection,  along  with  other  consignments.  This  is  another 
story,  and  Tom  and  I will  do  it  when  we  get  time  (sometime  in  the  year  2,000).  Just 
kidding.  I will  mention  that  the  auction  was  a smashing  success.  The  $10  St.  Louis 
Demand  Note  of  1861  realized  $25,200  and  the  About  Uncirculated  $100  Red  Seal  #1  1902 
National  Bank  Note  from  the  Milwaukee  Germania  Bank  realized  $17,325.  These  figures 
include  the  5%  buyers  fee.  Dean  Oakes  and  John  Hickman  presented  MNS  & NOW  with  a 
$500  donation  for  letting  them  have  the  auction.  This  doesn't  include  the  very  heavy 
advertising  they  did  through  the  numismatic  press  for  the  auction.  This  was  also  their 
38th  and  last  auction  together.  Even  though  they  aren't  together  anymore,  I do  hope  that 
they,  at  least  once  in  a while,  have  an  auction  together.  Speaking  for  all  Syngraphics  - 
THEY  WILL  BE  MISSED. 

The  Exhibit  Committee  was  Chaired  by  Irene  Neidinger.  There  were  a lot  of  great  exhibits 
and  the  lucky  winner  of  the  A.  P "Del"  Bertschy  Memorial,  Best  in  Show  Award,  was  Leo 
Neidinger.  He  won  with  his  beautiful  display  of  U.S.  Gold  Type  Designs.  The  award  was 
presented  to  him  by  Del's  widow,  Luella  Bertschy,  at  the  Awards  Breakfast  at  the  Hyatt  on 
Sunday.  Karl  Kuiyla  won  Jr.  Best  in  Show  with  his  Mount  Rushmore  Medals  exhibit.  It 
was  not  only  a very  nice  exhibit  but  his  first  one.  Other  winners  were,  First  Place:  John 
Wilson  - Indian  Chiefs  on  U.  S.  Paper  Money;  Irene  Neidinger  - U.  S.  Type  Coins  in  Proof; 
Karen  Jach  - Pioneer  Family  Notes;  and  Leo  Neidinger  - Type  Maundy  Coins.  Second  Place 
winners:  Nancy  Wilson  - Ming  Dynasty  Notes;  Neil  Shafer  - Emergency  Small  Change 

Notes;  Jim  Jach  - U.  S.  Military  Payment  Certificates;  Vietnam  War;  Gene  Norman  - Did 
They  Name  it  after  a Cow;  and  Don  Ploegman  - Canadian  Type  Cents.  Third  Place 
winners:  Bill  Fuchs  - Trade  Tokens;  Bill  Brandimore  - Patches  and  Rags  from  the 

Heartland;  Leonard  Hinkley  - Old  Coins  of  Asia;  Dave  Hunsicker  - Broken  Bank  Notes;  and 
Lauretta  Schoen  - Bicentennial  Trains  on  Postcards.  Needless  to  say  Irene  & Leo  did 
another  great  job,  and  I was  happy  to  see  everyone  win  an  award.  Instead  of  giving  the 
dealers  a $10  food  certificate,  the  club  decided  to  have  coffee  & donuts  during  the  morning 
dealer  hours  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  The  dealers  seemed  to  enjoy  this  better  then  the 
certificates.  We  also  had  a hospitality  room  from  11:00  a m.  to  2:00  p.m.  daily.  This  was 


sponsored  by  Krause  Publications  and  Western  Publishing  Company.  Thank  you  Chester 
Krause  and  Edward  Metzger  The  club  also  had  a table  set-up  in  the  outer  hall  to  sell 
raffle  tickets,  medals,  elongateds  and  souvenir  cards.  Whenever  I went  in  the  hallway  Gale 
Highsmith  was  always  sitting  behind  the  table.  We  also  gave  out  wooden  dollars  & nickels, 
along  with  advertising  notes.  Coin  Certification  & Grading  was  done  by  Charles  Hoskins  of 
the  International  Numismatic  Society  Authentication  Bureau  of  Washington,  D.  C Charles 
seemed  to  be  busy  for  much  of  the  show  and  I guess  he  made  his  expenses.  The  MNS  had 
a YN  table  that  was  fairly  busy  on  Saturday.  Nancy  Wilson  along  with  Ray  & Joyce 
Ziolkowski  and  Roman  Kontowski  did  most  of  the  work  there.  Krause  Publications  and 
Western  Publishing  also  had  a table  in  the  front  of  the  hall.  Krause  gave  away  their  usual 
allotment  of  coin  papers  and  Western  gave  away  Coin  Dealer  directories.  We  in  Wisconsin 
are  fortunate  to  have  these  two  giants  in  the  industry  regularly  setting  up  at  our  coin 
shows.  Finally,  NOW  had  a table  in  the  front  and  several  NOW  Officers  and  members 
manned  it  during  the  show. 

Educational  programs  set  up  by  Chairman  Neil  Shafer  were  very  well  attended.  Leading  off 
was  the  LBNS  / SPMC  meeting.  William  Brandimore.  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Wausau,  gave 
an  excellent  slide  program  on  Lincoln  & His  Cabinet  on  Fractional  Currency  and  Large 
Sized  notes.  Everyone  enjoyed  his  program  which  also  included  an  exhibit.  He  received  the 
new  Friedberg  book  from  the  club  for  his  presentation.  Francis  Wilford  gave  an  excellent 
program  on  Computers.  I heard  nothing  but  nice  comments  regarding  his  program  and  he 
also  received  a new  Friedberg  book  for  his  presentation.  Nancy  Wilson  and  Neil  Shafer 
handled  the  YN  Program.  These  are  growing  very  popular  for  all  the  Milwaukee 
Conventions.  About  20  persons  YN's  and  their  parents  attended  the  YN  program.  One  of 
the  20  was  a one  year  old.  With  all  the  Neat  and  Nifty  things  (coins,  tokens  & books)  they 
receive,  it  is  the  clubs  hope  that  some  of  them  Keep  Coming  Back  - Forever,  and  eventually 
get  involved  in  the  hobby.  The  two  N's  - Nancy  & Neil  always  put  on  a Nice  and  Neat 
program  that  is  always  well  attended.  The  Sunday  morning  NOW  Membership  meeting 
didn't  have  much  to  report,  and  the  highlight  was  the  many  donations  so  YN's  could 
become  members  of  NOW.  I wish  I would  have  had  the  courage  to  ask  for  ANA 
memberships  for  YN's.  This  was  Gene  Johnsons  last  official  meeting  as  Editor  of  NOW. 
Gene  did  absolutely  a fantastic  job  for  many  years  and  make  sure  you  thank  him  when  you 
see  him  at  a conveintion.  Peter  Phillips  of  Madison  is  taking  over  the  Editorship  and 
everyone  connected  with  NOW  wishes  him  the  very  best.  If  you  are  going  to  write  for  NOW 
join  the  Wisconsin  Numismatic  Writers  Association  (WNWA)  and  send  Harold  Helm  $1, 
which  will  cover  your  first  year. 

One  thing  that  is  lacking  at  Milwaukee  NOW  conventions,  that  is  always  popular  when  the 
event  is  held  in  the  smaller  cities,  is  the  Saturday  night  "Super"  supper.  In  the  small  cities 
one  of  the  locals  or  Dick  Anderson  always  reserved  a room  or  area  at  a popular  local 
restaurant  or  hotel,  and  whoever  wants  to  go,  goes.  It  is  Dutch  treat  and  always  very 
popular  and  enjoyable.  Nancy  & I usually  attend  when  we  go  to  the  NOW  shows.  It  would 
have  been  nice  to  have  one  of  those  Saturday  night  at  our  convention  but  the  Auction  was 
taking  place.  I did  hear  that  some  of  the  NOW  officers  and  members  did  get  to  go  out  on 
Saturday  night  and  had  a good  time.  Needless  to  say,  Milwaukee  is  very  reasonable  with 
prices  and  has  excellent  food.  It  was  reported  to  me  that  the  Saturday  bus  tour  of 
Milwaukee  was  a lot  of  fun.  Gene  Johnson  told  me  that  he  loved  it.  The  Sunday  Award's 
Breakfast  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  handled  by  Karen  Jack  was  veiy  nice.  The  55  members 
and  guests  who  attended  received  a very  nice  breakfast  for  $5.  The  club  underwrote  about 
three  dollars  for  the  breakfast.  Leo  announced  the  winners  and  told  them  the  awards  were 
already  set  up  in  the  hall.  Luella  Bertschy  awarded  Leo  the  Del  Bertschy  Best  in  Show 
award  at  the  breakfast.  MNS  President  Tom  Snyder  thanked  all  the  workers  for  the 
success  of  the  show  and  especially  KP  & Western  for  all  their  help.  Charles  Hoskins  was 
also  thanked.  Bob  Van  Ryzin  gave  an  appreciation  certificate  to  show  General  Chairman 
Robert  Korosec  who  also  thanked  all  the  workers.  The  NOW  Writers  award  (WNWA)  once 
again  went  to  Fred  Borgmann.  Fred  won  the  $100  donated  by  Milwaukee’s  South  Shore 
Coin  Club  along  with  a plaque  for  his  December  88  story  on  Michigan's  Mysteiy  Medals. 
The  $50  Second  Place  award  went  to  Young  Numismatist  August  Jackson,  from  Illinois,  for 
his  December  88  article  on  George  Kruger  Gray:  The  Drawer  of  Shillings.  August  is  not 
only  a great  writer,  but  also  an  ANA  District  Delegate  in  Illinois.  Incidentally,  I appointed 
August  as  the  Young  Numismatist  Chairman  for  the  Chicago  100th  ANA  Convention  at  the 
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O'Hare  Expo  in  Rosemont.  The  $25  Third  Place  winner  was  Harold  Helm  for  his  Colonel  S. 
W.  Holister  story  in  the  March  88  Journal.  The  $50  was  donated  by  the  Numismatic 
Research  Society,  Ltd  of  Oshkosh,  WI.  and  the  $25  from  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society.  It  was  good  to  see  August  win  a high  award,  as  it  is  usually  the  same  writers  who 
keep  winning  the  awards.  Everyone  at  the  breakfast  received  a special  show  souvenir  card 
that  was  numbered  and  done  in  Thermography  (upraised  lettering).  Number  one  went  to 
the  number  one  (retiring  NOW  Editor)  Gene  Johnson  Gene  has  been  a tireless  worker  for 
NOW  for  many  years  and  was  very  deserving  to  receive  the  number  one  card.  Tom  Snyder 
really  surprised  me  by  numberting  the  cards  1 through  100.  It  was  a very  pleasant 
banquet,  and  I'm  sure  that  everyone  got  enough  to  eat  and  had  a good  time. 

This  years  NOW  show  had  plenty  of  promotional  items  led  off  by  the  Gale  Highsmith 
designed  .999  silver  medal.  Many  of  the  1,000  that  were  made  are  already  sold. 
Overstrikes  of  the  medal  on  Morgan  & Peace  dollars  were  also  made.  Show  Committee 
workers  pre-ordered  them  and  they  were  not  made  available  to  the  general  public.  The  .999 
Silver  Medals  are  still  available  for  $10  plus  $1.50  postage  and  handling  from  MNS,  2368 
S.  59th  ST.,  West  Allis,  WI.  53219.  Elongated  cents  were  designed  by  David  Hunsicker 
and  were  sold  for  .50.  About  540  were  made  and  are  available  for  a SASE  and  .50  each 
from  MNS,  Box  27185,  Milwaukee,  WI.  53227.  Show  souvenir  cards  are  also  still  available 
for  $1  each  plus  $1.50  postage  & handling  from  the  Box  27185  address.  The  wooden 
dollars  and  nickels  aren't  available  through  the  mail  and  if  you  missed  the  show  you  won’t 
get  one.  Copies  of  the  souvenir  card  with  information  regarding  the  auction  on  the  back 
were  passed  out  at  many  major  shows  for  six  months  prior  to  the  show.  The  Hickman  & 
Oakes  firm  also  prepared  nice  flyers  that  were  also  distributed  to  many  shows  before  the 
auction.  As  a matter  of  fact  this  was  the  most  advertised  local  show  I have  ever  seen.  Bob 
Korosec  and  Mark  Scott  who  handled  the  publicity  spared  no  expense  to  make  the  show 
successful.  The  only  down  note  for  the  show  was  the  Official  Program.  Unfortunately,  Tom 
Snyder's  computer  operated  printer  wasn't  working,  and  we  ended  up  with  a one  page 
coverstock  program.  I guess  that  was  better  then  nothing.  Jerry  Panfil,  the  club 
photographei;  was  also  hard  at  work  and  took  many  pictures  of  the  workers,  bourse  and 
programs.  The  Security  handled  by  Tom  Casper  was  again  superb  and  no  reports  of  stolen 
or  lost  material  came  his  way.  In  other  words  nothing  left  the  hall  that  wasn't  paid  for.  It 
was  also  nice  to  see  so  many  workers  helping  to  set-up  and  break  down  the  show.  I will 
mention  Tom  Artus,  Bob  Voigt,  Francis  Wilford  & Henry  Javorsky  as  being  on  that  scene  for 
many  hours  of  the  show. 


Gene  Johnson  told  me  that  this  was  the  nicest  and  most  social  NOW  show  that  was  ever 
held  in  Milwaukee.  He  was  happy  to  see  that  when  NOW  is  down  and  low  of  funds 
Milwaukee  comes  through  and  helps  them.  What  Gene  doesn’t  know  is  that  at  the  recent 
MNS  Banquet,  NOW  President  Bob  Van  Ryzin  received  a check  for  around  $5,000  for  their 
share  of  the  profits  from  the  show.  That  should  help  them  to  hold  up  until  the  SSCC  hosted 
Milwaukee  NOW  show  in  a few  years.  For  any  great  show,  you  have  to  have  a great  team. 
This  year;  under  the  guidance  of  General  Chairman  Robert  Korosec,  of  Bob's  Coins  in  West 
Allis,  we  had  the  best  NOW  show  to  date.  Not  only  because  of  the  money  that  was  made, 
but  because  of  all  the  neat  activity,  that  kept  everyone  busy  for  the  duration  of  the 
convention.  Other  workers  not  mentioned:  Bob  Krueger  - Signs;  Bill  Mross  - Tours;  Bill 
Spencer  - Medal;  Tom  Snyder  - Program;  Betty  Petrovick  - Registration;  Jerry  Panfil  - 
Photographer;  and  the  following  who  worked  in  various  capacities  at  the  show:  Marge 

Vogt,  Dennis,  Rita  & Karl  Kuryla,  Fred  Dickfoss,  Bill  Fuchs,  Greg  Lietzke,  Bob  Rehfeld,  Bob 
Burlingame,  Dan  Ploegman,  George  Neuner,  Lauretta  Schoen,  Gary  Bieringet;  Leonard 
Hinkley,  Roger  Culver  and  John  Wilson.  These  and  the  other  mentioned  dedicated  and 
hard  workers  of  the  MNS  put  it  all  together  this  year,  and  hosted  one  of  the  most  successful 
NOW  or  Club  Shows  to  date.

The  October  28,  1989  MNS  Banquet  at  Tanglewood  Restaurant  was  a great  success  and 
eiyoyed  by  the  55  members  and  40  guests  who  attended.  Social  hour  was  at  6:00  p.m. 
Many  people  arrived  early.  Handling  the  Registration  was  Banquet  Chairman,  Robert 
Korosec,  his  wife  Judy  and  Annette  Tramte.  Unlike  other  years,  all  the  members  received  a 
Major  prize  which  was  a 1989  NOW/MNS  Silver  Medal.  The  cost  of  these  medals  is  $10.00.

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MITCHELL  FIELD  MEDALS 
By  Fred  Borgmann  - WNWA 


Milwaukee  County  bought 
hat  is  now  General  Mitchell 
nternational  Airport  on 
ct..  29,  1926.  The  site  then 
nown  as  "Hamilton  Field" 
as  a private  airfield  owned 
y Thomas  Hamilton  who  had 
perated  it  in  conjunction 
ith  his  propeller  business 
ince  1920.  Renamed  Milwau- 
ee  County  Airport  on  Jan. 

, 1927  , regularly  scheduled 

assenger  service  was  not 
stablished  until  July  5, 
927  by  Northwest  Airways, 
ince  then,  the  history  of 
itchell  Field  has  been  one 
i if  steady  growth  and  improv- 
ment . 

On  March  17  , 1941  the 

lilwaukee  County  Board  re- 
amed the  airport  General 
(itchell  Field  in  honor  ol 
illiam  "Billy"  Mitchell, 
879-1936.  Mitchell's  grand- 
>arents  settled  in  Milwaukee 
.n  1837  and  though  born^  in 
lice,  France,  he  was  raised 
_n  Milwaukee.  The  "flying 
reneral's"  milifnry  career 
>egan  with  his  army  enlisL- 
lent  during  the  Spanish  Ame- 
rican War  (1898).  Rising  ra~ 
)idly  through  the  ranks  he 
/as  assigned  to  the  aviation 
section  of  the  signal  coips 
_n  1915  and  then  took  pri- 
vate flying  lessons  at  his 
jwn  expense.  Upon  the  U.S. 
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entry  into  the  First  World 
War  Major  Mitchell  took  the 
lead  in  establishing  the 
U.S.  aviation  force.  By  Oct- 
ober 1917,  Colonel  Mitchell 
was  the  Air  Service  Chief  of 
the  First  Army  and  as  such 
commanded  1,481  planes  in 
the  Battle  of  St,  Mihiel 
with  impressive  results.  At 
the  war's  end  Mitchell  had 
the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  and  the  rank  of  Brig- 
adier General o 

As  the  Director  of  Mili- 
tary Aeronautics  after  the 
war,  Mitchell  aggressively 

pushed  for  the  establishment 
of  an  independent  U.S.  air 
force.  Vested  interests  and 
the  conservative  senior  off- 
icers naturally  opposed  such 
an  idea.  To  prove  his  point 
Mitchell  had  bombers  under 
his  command  sink  the  former 
German  dreadnought  "Ostfrie- 
sland"  in  July  1921  and  two 
more  war  ships  by  air  attack 
in  Sept.,  1923.  The  sinkings 
shocked  the  old  battleship 
navy  into  reorganizing  it- 
self around  the  aircraft  ca- 
rrier . 

Never  very  tactful,  Mit- 
chell's public  comments  and 
criticisms  got  him  demoted 
to  the  permanent  rank  of 
Colonel  and  reassigned  to 
San  Antonio,  Texas.  Even 
from  "exile"  in  Texas  he 
continued  his  campaign  for 
an  independent  air  force. 
When  the  dirigible  "Shenan- 
doah" crashed  in  Sept.  1925, 
Mitchell  accused  the  Navy 
and  war  departments  of  "in- 
competency, criminal  negli- 
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gence , and  almost  treason- 
able  administration  of  the 
national  defense 0"  Court 
martialed  for  insubordina- 
tion, Mitchell  resigned  his 
commission  and  spent  the 
rest  of  his  life  promoting 
the  idea  of  a strong  Ameri- 
can air  force.  In  startling 
detail,  he  even  predicted 
Japan0 s attack  on  Pearl  Har- 
bor O 

Always  a hero  to  Milwau- 
keans , Congress  finally  saw 
the  light  on  Dec.  7,  1941 
and  on  Jan0  12,  1942  posthu- 
mously restored  his  rank.  In 
1945  Mitchell  was  posthumou- 
sly promoted  to  Major  Gen- 
eral and  awarded  the  Medal 
of  Honor. 

In  1985  another  medallic 
tribute  in  the  form  of  a 
souvenir  medal  was  issued  by 
airport  authorities  to  comm- 
emorate the  grand  opening  of 
the  newly  remodeled  main 
terminal  building.,,  About 


2500  of  the  superbly  cast 
medals  were  made  by  the  Broy 
Company  of  West  Bend,  Wis- 
consin. Most  of  the  medals 
were  distributed  to  the  in- 
vited guests,  mainly  city 
and  county  elected  officials „ 
(Reminds  me  of  the  road  side 
sign  I once  saw  which  read, 
"Your  tax  dollars  at  work,") 
The  bronze  medal  is 
63.7mm  in  diameter  with  a 
plain  tapered  edge  and  wei- 
ghs 69.47  grams.  The  obve'rse 
has  a portrait  wearing  a 
flight  cap  and  goggles  with- 
in a circle  and  the  legend 
GENERAL  BILLY  MITCHELL  1879- 
1936.  The  reverse  has  an 
aerial  view  of  the  main  ter- 
minal complex  within  a cir- 
cle and  the  legend,  GENERAL 
MITCHELL  FIELD.  MILWAUKEE  9 
WISCONSIN  1985."

Many  numismatists  view 
:hopmarks  as  mutilations  of 
:oins.  when  one  studies  and 
.earns  about  them,  however, 
his  attitude  changes.  All 
:oins  have  a story.  With 
chopmarked  coins,  part  of 
:he  story  is  written  out. 

The  word  "chop"  comes  to 
;:he  English  language  from 
Lndia.  It  is  derived  from 
[..he  word  "chappa."  The  def- 
inition is  "seal  or  official 
atamp."  The  word  "mark"  mea- 
ns the  same0 

At  first  glance,  chop- 
narks  appear  to  be  stampede 
}uite  the  contrary,  these 
narks  were  etched  into  the 
surface o The  technique  all- 
owed the  stealing  of  small 
amounts  of  silver  which  was 
scratched  away.  Over  time, 
test  marks  and  edge  cuts 
were  considered,  the  equiva- 
lant  of  chop  marks. 

There  is  a history  that 
goes  along  with  chopping. 
Ever  since  the  time  ot  Marco 
Polo,  the  Chinese  wanted  one 
thing  the  Europeans  had, 
silver.  It  was  easier  to  use 
than  the  copper  coins  which 
were  used  in  China  for  cen- 
turies. The  Chinese  loved 
crowns,  or  dollar  sized  coi- 
ns They  referred  to  their 
favorite  foreign  coin,  the 
Spanish  Eight  Real,  as  dol- 
lars Mex." 


There  were  slight  prob- 
lems with  debased  counter- 
feiting in  the  earlier  yea- 
rs. This  changed  when  war 
broke  out  between  England 
and  Spain  in  1789.  The  war 
caused  the  shipments  of 
"Dollars  Mex"  to  China  to 
dwindle.  The  economy  of  Chi- 
na, which  depended  upon  for- 
eign silver,  was  left  hang- 
ing o The  East  India  Company 
cast  copies  of  eight  reals 
of  Carolous  dated  1788  from 

molds  it  had  in  its  posses- 
sion The  company's  inten- 
tion was  to  produce  full 
weight  dollars  for  its  own 
use.  However 9 their  plan 
backfired  when  the  Chinese 
went  after  the  fake  dollars, 
which  were  debased  at  .600 
fine  and  made  a quick  profit 
This  surge  of  debased 
counterfeits  destroyed  the 
people's  trust  in  the  auth- 
enticity of  foreign  silver 
coins 0 Merchants  and  bankers 
guilds  required  their  mem- 
bers to  chop  each  coin  they 
handled  and  had  authentica- 
ted, and  in  turn  give  it  thr 
eir  own  "seal  of  approval." 

In  the  beginning,  chop- 
ping was  confined  to  the 
Canton  area.  This  was  so  be- 
cause that  was  the  only  port 
opened  to  foreigners  at  the 
time.  However,  the  practice 
spread  throughout  the  Orie- 
nt when  European  trade  was 
spread  all  over  China  with 
the  1842  Treaty  of  Nanking,, 

H.  Chang 9 a citizen  of 
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Hong  Kong,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing scale  about  chopmarks0 
This  list  is  rather  incom- 
plete .
